To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hambledon  Rural  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1967,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  health  of  the  District 
has  remained  good  and  that  there  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease. 

My  predecessor.  Dr.  T.  R.  Bennett,  resigned  to  go  into  General 
Practice  on  28th  February,  1967,  and  I was  appointed  in  his  place 
on  1st  June.  During  the  year  the  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  R.  J.  Merriman, 
left  to  take  up  a post  with  Buckingham  Rural  District  Council 
and  the  two  assistant  clerks.  Miss  K.  Bruder  and  Mr.  N.  Mould, 
resigned  in  July.  Miss  G.  Wheeler  was  appointed  assistant  clerk 
in  September. 

Although  the  staffing  position  caused  some  anxiety  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  it  has  since  improved. 

Our  estimated  population  continues  to  increase  and  there  are 
now  about  1,500  more  people  living  in  the  District  than  there  were 
five  years  ago. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  15.05  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  a little 
below  the  average  figure  for  the  previous  five  years  and  well  below 
the  National  Average  of  17.02. 

The  Death  Rate  of  10.73  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  well 
below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  and  again  well  below 
the  National  Average  of  11.20.  The  main  causes  of  death.  Heart 
disease,  “ Cancer  ” and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  in 
that  order,  have  remained  unchanged  for  some  years  now. 

Over  40%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
arteries  and  over  20%  of  deaths  were  due  to  various  forms  of 
malignant  disease.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  more  com- 
mon than  they  were  ten  years  ago.  During  the  five  year  period 
1958-62  there  were  on  an  average  14  deaths  per  year  from  this 
cause  and  during  the  period  1963-67  the  average  had  risen  to  24. 
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The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  again  low, 
with  the  exception  of  Measles.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
Cranleigh ; but  Milford,  Witley  and  Wonersh  were  also  affected. 

A scheme  for  immunisation  with  Measles  Vaccine  has  recently 
been  introduced  by  the  County  Council  and  protection  against  this 
disease  should  shortly  become  a routine  procedure. 

Infectious  Hepatitis  which  caused  the  department  some  concern 
in  1965  seems  to  have  died  down  and  only  five  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

As  the  incidence  of  serious  infectious  disease  drops  so  more 
attention  is  being  paid  to  the  less  obvious  infection  such  as 
Brucellosis,  which  manifests  itself  as  Gla^d^ky  Fever  in  man. 
The  illness  is  usually  contracted  by  drinking  rawcow’s  milk,  which 
has  become  infected  with  Brucella  organisms. 

Samples  of  milk  from  farms  in  the  District  where  raw  milk  is 
produced  and  consumed  in  any  quantity  have  been  tested  during 
the  year. 

In  one  case  only  the  preliminary  tests  suggested  that  the  milk 
might  be  infected  and  the  farm  concerned  at  once  ceased  to  sell 
raw  milk. 

Six  years  ago  in  his  Annual  Report,  the  late  Dr.  Haine  wrote, 
“ The  main  drainage  of  the  District  is  the  immediate  urgent 
necessity,”  and  a few  paragraphs  later  he  wrote,  “Complete  re- 
construction of  the  sewage  works  at  Cranleigh  cannot  be  much 
longer  delayed.” 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  new  Works  at  Cranleigh  came  into 
operation  in  February  and  that  the  drainage  schemes  for  Alfold, 
Dunsfold  and  Hascombe  are  all  functioning  now,  but  permission 
for  further  proposals  at  Cox  Green  and  Ellens  Green  and  at  Lane 
End,  Hambledon,  was  withheld  on  account  of  the  economic 
situation. 

Dockenfield  remains  a black  spot  and  the  scheme  for  its  sewerage 
which  is  part  of  the  major  project  to  drain  the  Western  Area,  is 
now  in  the  pipe  line. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encourage- 
ment during  the  year.  My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr. 
Hay  and  the  other  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  support  at  all  times.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory 
at  King  George  V Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford 
laboratory  sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined  for 
infectious  organisms  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well  as 
to  the  private  doctor  or  hospital  concerned.  Examinations  carried

Domiciliary  midwifery  is  at  a low  ebb  but  visits  to  the  elderly 
continue  to  increase. 

This  is  the  usual  pattern  for  this  part  of  the  country. 

There  was  a vacancy  in  Cranleigh  throughout  the  year,  but 
cover  was  provided  by  two  part  time  District  Nurses  who  worked 
in  Chiddingfold.  The  position  has  since  improved  as  a second 
full  time  District  Nurse/Midwife  was  appointed  to  Cranleigh  on 
1st  January,  1968. 

Four  of  the  District  Nurses/Midwives  were  Queen’s  Nurses  and 
one  of  these,  Mrs.  E.  Jones,  of  Witley,  was  awarded  the  long 
Service  Medal  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  in  November.

Health  Visiting. 

There  are  seven  Health  Visitors  working  in  the  Rural  District. 

Two  are  based  in  Tring  Clinic  at  Cranleigh  and  the  rest  work 
from  centres  outside  the  area  or  from  their  home. 

All  work  in  closest  co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners 
and  two  are  officially  attached  to  local  practices. 

Their  areas  are  as  follows : —

ley, Shamley  Green,  Wonersh,  Munstead,  Blackheath,  (g) 
Chiddingfold,  Churt,  Thursley,  Brook,  Upper  Birtley. 
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Home  Help  Service. 

The  Divisional  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  based  at  Guildford 
but  she  has  a detailed  knowledge  of  the  families  in  need  of  help 
throughout  the  South  Western  Division  of  the  County. 

The  demand  for  Home  Help  comes  mainly  from  families  where 
the  mother  is  suddenly  incapacitated  and  from  elderly  people  who 
can  no  longer  look  after  themselves  properly. 

The  staff  available  in  the  South  West  Division  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  113.  Of  these  17  were  resident  in  Hambledon  R.D.C. 

The  demand  nearly  always  exceeds  the  supply  and  the  Home 
Helps  may  have  to  work  in  any  part  of  the  area  as  the  need  arises. 

Also  run  in  connection  with  the  Home  Help  Service  is  the 
Neighbour  Help  Service,  by  which  a neighbour  can  be  recruited  to 
take  the  place  of  a Home  Help.  In  1967,  75  neighbours  were  so 
employed  in  the  Division.

My  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Misses  Slayter  for  this  most  helpful  and  necessary  service 
and  for  the  following  details  of  the  work  undertaken.

This 
is  despite  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and  clearing  by  the  Council 
staff. 

Farnham  police  have  provided  a regular  life  saving  team  during 
the  season  although  there  have  been  some  difficulties  in  manning. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Regular  analysis  of  various  supplies  of  water  to  the  Rural 
District  have  been  carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  60 
samples  were  taken  in  1967. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  from  the  private  supplies,  which 
on  the  whole  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  and  centre  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Board,  supplying  10,050  properties  and  by  the  Wey 
Valley  Water  Company  to  the  west,  supplying  2,329  properties.

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  un- 
satisfactory water  at  Lake  Supply  necessitating  cleaning  out  a 
storage  tank. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  samples  taken  from  Has- 
combe  fountain  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

It  was  found  that  one  of  the  three  springs  feeding  the  fountain 
was  being  affected  by  surface  pollution. 

The  water  from  this  spring  was  diverted  to  a nearby  water 
course  and  subsequently  samples  from  the  fountain  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

Details  of  supplies  in  the  area  are  shown  on  the  following  page. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  although  many  lakes 
and  streams  are  used  for  bathing  in  the  area.  Samples  were  taken 
periodically  and  proved  satisfactory. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  1967. 
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MAIN  DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE 


With  the  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  in  this  area,  more  and 
more  households  have  washing  machinery  and  other  appliances 
which  produce  great  quantities  of  waste  water. 

It  is  now  very  difficult  indeed  to  operate  a satisfactory  service 
of  cesspool  emptying  in  many  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  introduction  of  Main  Drainage  is  still  urgently  needed 
in  a number  of  places,  particularly  at  Ellens  Green,  Cox  Green 
and  Dockenfield. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the_  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes  : — 

Cranleigh 

The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  commissioned  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1967  and  quickly  became  fully  operative  for  the  treatment 
of  both  dry  weather  and  storm  water  flow. 

The  new  trunk  sewers  provided  have  given  a main  drainage 
facility  to  all  the  new  development  areas  of  Cranleigh. 

Dunsfold  and  Hascombe 

The  new  sewers  and  pumping  stations  were  commissioned 
coincident  with  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Cranleigh.  All 
Council  properties  within  these  parishes  were  connected  immedi- 
ately. Connections  of  private  properties  are  being  made  at  a 
very  satisfactory  rate. 

Hambledon  (Hydestile)  and  Busbridge  (New  Road) 

Only  six  properties  remain  to  be  connected  to  the  sewers 
provided  in  1966. 

AJfold 

The  contract  for  the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  remainder  of 
the  residential  area  of  Alfold  and  at  The  Crossways  was  completed 
and  commissioned  in  February  ’68.  At  the  same  time  the  pumping 
station  at  Clappers  Meadow  was  re-equipped.  The  connection  of 
all  Council  properties  has  been  completed,  and  private  properties 
are  being  connected  at  a satisfactory  rate.  The  existing  sewage 
works  at  Alfold,  and  Brockhurst,  have  been  demolished  and  the 
land  restored. 

Ellens  Green  and  Cox  Green 

The  main  drainage  proposals  for  these  two  areas  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  for  approval,  but  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  clearance  had  not  been  given  to  proceed  to  tender. 
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Bramley 

The  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  Snowdenham  Links  Road, 
Primrose  Way,  and  Munstead  View  Road  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  approval.  The  Ministry  has  given  a firm  opinion 
that  this  scheme  cannot  proceed  to  tender  at  the  present  time. 

Hambledon 

The  drainage  proposals  for  a limited  number  of  priority  pro- 
perties in  Lane  End  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval, 
but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  authority  to  proceed  to  tender 
had  not  been  received. 

Western  Area 

The  detailed  design  for  sewers  to  drain  Dockenfield,  Mill- 
bridge,  Shortfield,  Frensham,  Churt  (part).  Rush-moor,  Tilford  and 
Thursley,  has  been  completed,  together  with  an  outline  design  for 
a new  disposal  works  incorporating  the  existing  works  at  Elstead. 
Estimates  have  been  completed,  and  together  with  the  usual 
Ministry  forms  the  scheme  is  now  awaiting  final  approval  of  the 
Council  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

General 

As  was  indicated  in  the  report  for  1966,  the  Ministry  are 
restricting  capital  expenditure,  and  the  present  situation  outlined 
above  indicates  that  approvals  to  proceed  with  schemes  will  not  be 
received  as  rapidly  as  could  be  wished.  It  would  appear  that  this 
situation  will  continue  in  the  forseeable  future  except  where  an 
adequate  case  for  priority  consideration  can  be  substantiated. 

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  continues  to 
increase,  necessitating  larger  vehicles  for  collection.  In  addition 
the  shortage  of  good  tipping  spaces  has  created  many  problems. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  appended. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.  During  1967,  85  inspections  were 
made  in  connection  with  suspected  atmospheric  pollution.  Many 
of  these  were  in  connection  with  a white  line  paint  manufacturing 
process  where  nuisance  continued  despite  some  abatement  action 
by  the  owners. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District 
and  this  has  only  a limited  use. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  such  premises  within  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District. 
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HOUSING 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list  at  the 
annual  assessment  was  834  as  compared  with  792  in  1966.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  1967  there  was  a change  in  the  administration  of  the 
scheme  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  infants  and  school 
children. 

The  records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  carried 
out  by  family  doctors  and  by  the  doctors  working  for  the  County 
Council  are  now  held  at  County  Council  Divisional  Offices  in  bulk 
and  are  no  longer  broken  down  to  District  Council  level. 

Initial  protection  is  given  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  in  infancy  and  booster 
doses  are  given  during  school  life  agaist  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis. 

Protection  is  also  given  against  Tuberculosis  from  the  age  of 
13  years  upwards. 

A scheme  for  immunisation  against  Measles  has  started  and  is 
about  to  be  developed  as  a routine  procedure  in  the  near  future. 

As  judged  from  the  school  returns  made  at  ages  5 and  10,  the 
level  of  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 
remains  good  in  the  South  Western  Division  of  Surrey.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required  upon  payment  of  l/6d.  per  bin.  In 
premises  where  the  accumulation  of  refuse  each  fortnight  is  large, 
a weekly  collection  is  made  upon  payment  of  2/-  per  bin  for 
additional  collection. 

During  the  year  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced 
for  all  the  men  collecting  refuse  and  it  has  been  found  possible  for 
the  same  number  of  men  with  six  vehicles  to  complete  the  work 
in  about  eight  working  days.  The  amount  of  refuse  collected  con- 
tinues to  increase. 

A paper  sack  system  of  collection  of  refuse  has  been  intro- 
duced into  about  two  thirds  of  the  district.  Free  standing  units 
have  been  supplied  to  householders  as  a municipal  bin  scheme. 
This  system  is  more  hygienic  and  has  the  additional  advantage  of 
allowing  quicker  collection  and  the  continued  use  of  older  men 
who  can  carry  the  lighter  paper  sacks.  The  main  disadvantages 
to  the  scheme  appears  to  be  destruction  by  animals  of  the  paper 
sacks,  necessitating  the  introduction  of  fully  guarded  stands  which 
are  rather  more  expensive. 

Time  saved  will  be  later  taken  up  by  future  development  in 
the  district  but  at  present  is  used  for  special  collections  and  re- 
moval of  deposits  of  litter  and  cleaning  and  maintaining  vehicles. 
Demands  for  special  collections  of  bulky  items  such  as  household 
furniture  continue  to  increase. 

During  the  year  109  requests  for  special  collections  were  made 
and  eight  premises  are  receiving  weekly  collection.  106  premises 
are  receiving  a weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse. 

Dumps  of  refuse  on  Commons  and  verges  are  taken  up  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  regular  visits  are  being  made  to  those  sites 
which  appear  to  attract  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem  and  more  and  more  requests 
are  being  received  for  the  provision  of  litter  bins.  The  wire 
basket  type  of  bin  is  gradually  being  replaced  with  a “ tulip  ” 
type  which  is  wooden  slatted  with  metal  container. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Two  tips  are 
being  used  and  are  situated  at  Cranleigh  and  Wonersh.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  Wonersh  tip  will  be  full  in  the  Summer  of  1968. 

Refuse  collecting  in  the  western  half  of  the  district  is  reloaded 
at  Witley  Depot  for  transfer  to  Cranleigh.  This  scheme  has 
worked  successfully  and  economically. 
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CLEANSING  OF  PAIL  CLOSETS 

The  Council  undertakes  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout 
the  district,  although  some  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  service. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  two  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night 
soil  equipment.  There  is  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  pro- 
perties with  pail  closets  due  to  connection  to  sewers  or  in  con- 
junction with  Improvement  Grants  where  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks  are  provided. 

CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge,  if  required,  once  in 
every  quarter,  except  in  the  parishes  of  Alfold,  Dockenfield  and 
Dunsfold  where  it  is  six  emptyings  per  year. 

The  Council  has  undertaken  from  the  1st  January,  1968  that 
six  emptyings  per  year  should  be  made  available  where  required 
throughout  the  district.  A study  of  the  cesspool  emptying  service 
is  in  hand  when  it  is  hoped  that  the  additional  work  envisaged  can 
be  undertaken  by  the  existing  vehicles  and  working  with  an 
incentive  bonus. 

Three  800  gallon  emptiers  and  four  1,500  gallon  emptiers  are 
used  for  this  work. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  be  a problem. 
Contents  are  discharged  mainly  on  to  agricultural  land  but  sites 
are  limited  and  the  average  distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load  is 
9.3  miles.  The  advantage  of  the  larger  vehicles  can  be  seen  in 
this  context.
